HISTORY OF CHURCH 
Close to Hanover is the first 
Catholic community in the colony 
of the Penns. Late in the I720's 
a number of that faith moved 
from Maryland into the fertile val­ 
ley of Conewago to escape har- 
rassment of the penal law; being 
enforced “ in the land of religious 
freedow.” Among these were men 
of 
wealth 
and 
standing: 
John 
Digges, who received a grant of 
10.000 acres from Ixird Baltimore 
(the area was then considered 
part of the Calvert colony>; Rob­ 
ert Owings, in whose house Mass 
was said by Jesuit missionaries; 
Samuel 
Lilly, 
who come from 
Plymouth, England. 
A few years later, the great tide 
of German imm igrants passed by 
and many of the Catholics among 
them stopped off and took pos­ 
sesion of the 
farm s. 
In 
1741, 
Father William Wappeler, a Jesuit 
from Germany, arrived and built 
a 
combination 
log chapel 
and 
house. This 
became 
known 
as 
Conewago Chapel, a name often 
used for the present church. 
Other 
priests 
from 
Germany 
succeeded 
him and the 
parish 
grew rapidly. Father Jam es Pel- 
lentz arrived in 1768 and enlarged 
the chapel. The Rev. John Carroll, 
the prefect apostolic, found here 
in 1784 a congregation of 1,000. 
Tile next year the work of build­ 
ing a large stone church, the old­ 
est Catholic church built of that 
material in use in the United 
States. Completed 
in 
1787, the 
structure was given the title of 
“ The Sacred Heart of Jesus,” the 
first by that name in the country. 
PARISH GROWS 
By the middle of the nineteenth 
century 
tile 
parish, 
numbering 
5.000 souls, had grown to such 
extent that the pastor, 
Father 
Joseph Enders, was forced to en­ 
large it by adding a transept and 
apse, taking care, however, not 
to touch the old church building 
except the east end. 
Franz Steelier, a talented artist 
of the time in Europe, was en­ 
gaged to decorate the church. His 
many large m urals on the walls 
and ceiling gave the church a 
baroque appearance and feeling, 
much lige the ones in his native 
Austria. 
In 
these 
m asterpieces 
“ he depicted the work and love 
of the Sacred Heart of Jesus for 
mankind.” 
In 
1961 
two artists 
trained in Germany and familiar 
with the school of Steelier re­ 
touched the m urals and decora­ 
tions, bringing back to life the 
figures and coloring of 1851.

An El Ai official suggesed ear­ 
lier that Soblen's ticket might be 
transferred to another airline. 
Soblen jumped $100,000 bail in 
New Xorx in June and fled to 
Israel on his dead brother’s pass­ 
port. Israel5 authorities expelled 
him and put him on an El Al 
plane bound for New York. 
But Sob’en m aneuvered his way 
into Britain by slashing his abdo­ 
men and wrists in a fake suicide 
attempt on the flight to London.

6 W omen Die After Using 
Birth Control Pill, Enovid 
WASHINGTON <AP>-The U.S. 
government, still tracking down 
remaining stores of thalidomide, 
has revealed that six women died 
after using another drug—a birth 
control pill known as Enovid, 
As yet. the Food and Drug Ad­ 
ministration said Friday, there is 
no evidence the tablets caused the 
deaths. But both the m anufactur­ 
er, G. D. Searle & Co. of Chicago, 
and tho FDA have the drug under 
an “ intensive investigation,” the 
agency said. 
The immediate cause of all the 
deaths apparently was thrombo­ 
phlebitis, blood clots accompanied 
by irritation of the veins. 
’in addition to the six deaths 
there have been 20 nonfatal cases 
of thrombophlebitis among worn 
en who have taken Enovid, the 
EDA reported. 
CASES IN U.S. 
The U.S. statem ent was issued 
after British medical authorities 
issued a warning against the use 
of the contraceptive pill. 
The British Medical Journal re­ 


ported four women in Britain de­ 
veloped thrombosis after taking 
the pill—called Conovid there— 
and one of them died. It said there 
were 
similar 
instances 
in 
the 
United States. 
As did the American officials, 
the British journal stressed that 
evidence linking the pill to the ill­ 
nesses and deaths is at present 
circumstantial. 
The Enovid development came 
on the heels of an outcry over the 
sedative, thalidomide, blamed for 
tile malformation of thousands of 
infants in Europe whose mothers 
took the drug during early preg­ 
nancy. 
DESTROY SUPPLY 
U.S. officials said Friday that 
all supplies of thalidomide it has 
been able to locate in U.S. doc­ 
tors’ hands have been destroyed 
or impounded. 
However, officials still have not 
been able to reach 158 of the 1,231 
physicians who are reported to 
have received the drug for experi-

age, who come to a private home 
regularly to care for children. 
Q. May I include the value of 
room, board and car tokens in 
figuring the 
amount 
of 
wages 
paid 
to 
my 
household 
worker 
when I make my social security 
report. 
A. No. only cash payments to a 
household worker count as wages 
for social security purposes. How­ 
ever, all cash paid counts, even if 
part of it is paid to cover the cost 
of room, bourd, or car tokens. 
Q. I’m 64. my husband is older 
and together we operate a busi­ 
ness. We each earn about $1,800 a 
year. Must we sell this business 
in order to receive social security 
benefits? 
A. No. At your present rate of 
earnings you and your husband 
can 
continue 
in 
business 
and 
both receive som e social security 
checks. Get in touch with your 
social security office. They will 
be able to tell you just what bene­ 
fits you both m ay receive. 
Q. What difference does it make 
if I apply for benefits now? I am 
65 and my incom e varies from 
$2,000 to $5,000 annually. 
A. If you are 65 years old or 
older, the Social Security Admin­ 
istration urges you to apply lo* 
benefits because in case you have 
low earnings one year or in a par­ 
ticular month you may be en­ 
titled to some benefits for that 
time. 
Q. Since I am now 65 I d like 
lo receive my social security, but 
I cannot afford to quit my $300 
a month job as I’ve a wife and 
two children under 18 to support. 
A. A person who is 65 or older 
should apply for benefits even if 
he is em ployed. 
Although your 
earnings have averaged $300 a 
month in the past, you and your 
family may be entitled to some 
benefits; also, you would be en­ 
titled to a month's benefit iii any 
month in which you earned less 
than $100 as an employe.

Selection of the best sires avail­ 
able is just part of a good dairy 
cow breeding program .

Even full sis­ 
ters are usually quite different 
in their ability to produce milk. 
This m eans that the success of 
any breeding program depends

a tto rn e d to feeding. 


Underfeeding shows up on Hie 
better cows in the herd and there 
is little to be gained in breeding 
for high production unless cows 
are also fed for high production. 
Watch the body condition of the 
cows. If they lose considerable 
body weight during early lacta­ 
tion. chances are they need extra 
grain. Certain exceptionally high 
producers 
cannot 
eat 
enough 
grain to m aintain good condition 
but at least they should be given 
a chance.

M easure milk production. P ro ­ 
ducing testing records are essen­ 
tial for determ ining which cows 
respond to heavier grain feeding 
and in deciding the am ount of 
grain to feed.
